INTRODUCTION 

The  Occupational  5inployment  Statistics  Program  is  part  of  a 
Federal-State  cooperative  program  involving  State  Eniplo;.Tnent 
Security  Agencies  as  well  as  the  Smployment  and  Training  Admin- 
istration and  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.     It  was  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  economists,  employment  specialists,  educators 
and  others  for  current  data  on  employment  by  occupation  and 
projected  data  on  employment  by  occupation  and  industry.  The 
information  obtained  from  this  program  will  be  used  as  input 
in  constructing  industr:^-occupation  matrices  that  ^^^.ll  provide 
the  data  base  for  projecting  future  manpower  requirements,  em- 
phasized in  the  Comprehensive  Employment  and  Training  Act  of 
1973  srA  other  employment  and  educational  legislation. 

This  publication  is  the  ninth  in  a  plarjied  series  of  documents 
on  current  occupational  profiles  of  Massachusetts  industries.

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METHODOLOGY 


The  Sample 

The  second  quarter  1978  report  (ES-202)  of  employment  and  wages  covered 
by  the  Massachusetts  Onployrnent  Security  Law  was  used  as  a  sampling 
frame  for  the  Occupational  Employment  Statistics  sxirvey  of  non-manufac- 
turing establishments. 

The  sampling  frame  was  stratified  by  three-digit  SIC's  (Standard  Industrial 
Classification)  and  by  nine  employment  size  classes.    Establishments  with 
less  than  four  employees  were  excluded  from  the  sample,  and  all  units  with 
emplojmient  of  two  hvmdred  and  fifty  or  more  were  automatically  included. 
All  other  establishments  were  subject  to  sample  selection  on  a  random 
basis,  with  the  units  in  larger  size  classes  having  a  proportionately  higher 
chance  of  selection.    Each  unit  was  given  a  weight  according  to  the  pro- 
portion of  firms  selected  in  each  size  class.    The  sample  included  ^h6l  es- 
tablishments with  benchmark    employment  of  265, 675* 

The  Survey  and  Response 

After  the  initial  mailing,  two  follow-ups  were  sent  to  nonrespondents. 
Telephone  calls  and  personsd  visits  were  made  to  nonrespondents  where  the 
data  was  critical  for  calculating  valid  estimates.     Of  the  5^61  establish- 
ments in  the  siurvey,  replies  were  received  from  3773 »  a-  response  rate  of 
69,1  percent.    After  manual  editing  and  mechanical  (computer)  screening 
3585  were  useable,  with  total  employment  of  173 > 220,  65.2  percent  of  sample 
employment. 

The  Estimating  Procediore 

All  useable  questionnaires  were  stratified  into  seven  size  groups,  by 
industry.    Reported  total  employment  and  occupational  employment  on  each 
questionnaire  was  multiplied  by  the  weight  assigned  during  sample  selection. 
These  industry  data  were  then  divided  into  the  employment  in  the  ES  202 
report  (stratified  by  corresponding  cells)  for  the  reference  month  of  the 
survey.    The  result  produced  by  this  procedure  is  knovm  as  the  benchmsirk 
factor.    This  factor  was  then  applied  to  the  occupation  data,  thus  ac- 
counting for  nonresponse.    These  occupational  estimates  were  then  summed 
across  size  classes  in  industry  totals. 

Sampling  Error 

Sampling  error  is  an  arithmetic  mea3^lre  of  the  precision  of  an  estimate. 
It  is  the  difference  between  the  estimate  computed  from  the  sample  and 
the  result  that  would  have  been  obtained  if  the  same  methods  were  used 
to  collect  identical  information  from  the  \aniverse.    The  relative  errors 
listed  in  this  report  are  the  sampling  errors  of  each  occupation  expressed 
as  a  percent  of  that  occupational  estimate.    The  relative  errors  shown 
are  such  that  the  chances  are  2  out  of  3  that  the  results  of  a  comparable 
fxall  scale    data  collection,  using  the  same  survey  approach,  would  not  dif- 
fer by  more  than  the  percent  shown;  the  chances  are  19  out  of  20  that 


the  results  of  a  full  scale  data  collection  wotald  not  differ  by  more  than 
twice  the  percent  shovm,    Por  example,  it  is  estimated  in  this  report  that 
there  are  570  Ac co\mt ants/Audi tors  employed  in  SIC  602,  Commercial  and 
Stock  Savings  Banks  making  up  I.87  percent  of  total  employment  in  the  industry. 
Thus  the  chances  are  about  68  out  of  100  that  the  results  of  a  comparable 
full  scale  data  collection  woxild  differ  by  less  thanSO  (l^  percent)  from 
the  570  estimated;  similarly  the  estimated  1,87  percent  of  total  employment 
wovild  differ  by  less  than  0,26  percent  of  total  employment, 

Nonsampling  Error 

The  results  of  this  svorvey  are  subject  to  biases  and  other  nonsampling 
errors.    Although  careful  editing  and  screening  steps  were  taken,  re- 
sponding establishments  may  account  for  some  errors  in  computations  and 
processing,  as  well  as  placing  workers  in  a  wrong  occupation.    The  nonre- 
spondents  are  a  source  of  nonsampling  error  for  which  measures  sire  not 
available  but  are  reflected  in  the  estimating  proced\ire. 


GLOSSARY 


ITon-econonic  code  changes  are  SIC  code  changes  which  are  not  at- 
tributed to  actual  shifts  in  the  economic  activity  of  a  particular 
establishment.    They  are  frequently  the  result  of  corrections  of 
industry  codes  that  were  previously  assigned  incorrectly.    The  cor- 
rective efforts  to^•;ard  improving  the  coding  process  in  Massachusetts 
has  produced  a  significant  niimber  of  non-economic  code  changes  in 
recent  years.     This  has  resulted  in  substantial  improvement  in  the 
r;uality  of  the  data  but  some  distortion  in  past  trends.     The  problem 
caused  by  trend  comparability  in  future  surveys,  however,  should  be 
minimal , 

1972  SIC  subseruent  to  the  last  norjnanuf acturing  survey,  a  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  (SIC)  code  revision  took  place  (I96V  SIC 
to  1972  SIC).    \Ih±le  the  new  SIC  codes  (1972)  are  a  more  realistic 
portrayal  of  the  current  industrial  structure,  they  do  present  com- 
parability problems  within  certain  industries. 

Establishments     are  economic  units,  generally  at  a  single  physical 
location.     An  establishment  is  not  necessarily  identical  vrith  a 
company.     Example:     A  large  bank  with  officers  in  10  cities  would 
represent  10  establishments.    Massachusetts  has  nearly  7OO  firms 
that  are  reporting  by  establishjnents .

Although  employment  in  this  division  is  minimal,  its  contribution 
to  the  economy  of  the  state  is  far  reaching.    The  ability  to  provide 
sand,  gravel,  and  stone  to  the  widely  diversified  construction  industry 
as  well  as  to  the  manufacturers  of  stone,  clay,  glass  and  concrete 
products  is  vital.    The  construction,  expansion  and  improvement  of  plant 
facilities,  as  well  as  highway  and  roads,  depends  on  the  ability  of  these 
industries  to  deliver  from  the  most  proximate  locations. 
Employment  in  these  industries  has  been  constant.     Of  the  83  establish- 
ments no  single  one  employs  over  100,  and  60  establishments  employ  less 
than  10.    The  occupational  distribution  is  virtually  unchanged  since  our 
last  survey  in  1975.

The  construction  industry  has  nearly  13,650  establishments  in 
I^ssachusetts ,  of  vrhich  955  have  less  than  20  employees  and  70^ 
have  no  more  than  3  employees.    As  volatile  as  this  industry,''  may  be 
to  economic  conditions  such  as  inflation  and  interest  rates,  as 
well  as  to  weather  elements,  emplojnr.ent  on  a  year  to  year  basis 
has, in  most  cases, fluctuated  by  only  about  5  percent. 

Response  to  our  sur'/ey  seems  to  indicate  that  small  establishments 
are  adaptable  to  seasonal  and  cyclical  demands.     Plumbing  contrac- 
tors for  example  in  most  cases  can  m.eet  the  demands  for  air-con- 
ditioning installation, and  single  family  housing  contractors  are 
capable  of  meeting  the  demand  as  sub-contractors  for  interior 
work  on  nonresidential  buildings. 

A  comparison  with  the  sur'/ey  conducted  in  1975  shov/s  a  consistency 
in  the  major  occupational  categories    but  som.e  m.ajor  changes  exist 
in  the  trade  occupations.    The  percentage  distribution  varies  by 
as  much  as  t'/enty  percent.    T'Jhile  there  is  no  concrete  reason  for 
these  variations,  one  probable  cause  is  that  in  an  industr^''  '/here  m-an""" 
workers  have  dual  occupational  responsibilities,  the  job  holder 
has  been  reported  in  a  different  occupation  in  each  survey.

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These  major  groups  have  a  total  of  almost  I6OO  establishments  of  which 
85  employ  100  or  more.  These  85  units  account  for  nearly  605  of  total 
employment.  If  the  many  branch  locations  of  these  establishments  were 
included  their  share  of  employment  would  be  substantially  greater, 

Contrar:,'-  to  general  belief,  negligible  employment  growth  was  attained 
in  bar-king  and  its  allied  industries  between  1975  s^nd  1977.  Significant 
employment  gains,  however,  were  recorded  during  1978.    The  explanation 
for  the  almost  static  employment  from  1975  thru  1977  most  probably  lies 
vrLth  the  many  mergers  and  associations  that  were  consumated  during  this 
period.    These  corporate  changes  brought  about  many  centralized  computer 
centers  and  a  large  savings  in  personnel,  in  the  occupations  that  would 
normally  be  increasing. 

After  analyzing  the  results  of  our  1975  survey  and  comparing  the  occupa- 
tional staffing  patterns  x-ath  the  1978  survey,  we  caution  that  conclusions 
drawn  from  the  differences  can  be  misleading.     In  the  interim  a  complete 
survey  of  SIC  coding  was  undertaken  \-ri.thin  these  industries,  with  partic- 
ular emphasis  placed  on  the  type  of  insurance  membership  held  by  each 
barJc  and  a  clear  understanding  if  they  were  members  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
System.    This  survey  resulted  in  axi  enorm.ous  number  of  code  changes  T'Tithin 
the  banking  and  credit  agency  industries. 

Over  seventeen  percent  of  employment  is  made  up  of  managers  and  officers 
and  seventy  one  percent  were  in  clerical  positions,  with  tellers  being 
the  single  largest  occupation.      In  the  latter  group  more  than  ^0  occu- 
pations were  listed.

Of  the  nearly  65OO  establishments  in  these  groups  32  employ  33,000  or 
forty-three  percent  of  total  eraploj^mient,  and  over  4400  establishments 
employ  a  total  of  37^0  or  only  seven  percent  of  total  employment. 


The  insurance  industries  employ  nearly  60,000  and  of  this  total  seventy 
percent  are  employed  by  insurance  carriers  vrLth  the  remainder  primarily 
teing  Agents  and  Brokers,  but  vri. th  seme  employed  in  supportive  services 
such  as  independent  adjusting  and  inspection  bureaus. 

Most  Real  Estate  emplojTnent  is  divided  betv/een  Heal  Estate  Operators 

and  Real  Estate  Agents  and  Managers.     Operators  account  for  forty  percent 

of  employment  and  Agents  and  Managers  forty-seven  percent. 

In  comparing  occupational  staffing  patterns  the  most  significant  change 
is  a  thirty  percent  increase  in  Under-.-rriters  since  the  1975  sur-zey. 
Other  changes  include  a  five  percent  increase  in  Programmers,  six  percent 
m.ore  Managers  and  Officers  and  a  reduction  of  seven  percent  in  Sales 
occupations, 

ether  changes  in  employment  occurred  but  they  were  insignificant  as  a 
share  of  total  em.ploym.ent.

A  comparison  with  the  1975  survey  shows  a  huge  increase  in 
the  employment  of  reducing  instructors,  and  som.e  less  dra- 
matic changes  in  other  occupations  within  the  same  industry. 
Some  other  changes  appear  but  seem  to  be  accounted  for  by  the 
changes  in  the  industry  mix  ^d.thin  this  major  group.

Of  the  more  than  2200  establishments  in  this  group  1^  account  for  over 
forty  percent  of  employment  and  nearly  I8OO  employ  only  twelve  percent. 
The  concentration  of  large  establishments  is  in  Engineering,  Architec- 
tural and  Surveying  Services,  with  Accounting,  Auditing  and  Bookkeeping 
Ser^/ices  having  a  majority  of  the  smaller  firms. 

Non-economic  SIC  changes,  both  in  and  out  of  this  group,  have  distorted 
the  employment  trends.  Disco^anting  these  changes,  emploinnent  continues 
to  increase  at  more  than  five  percent  each  year. 

The  occupational  profile  shows  that  the  professional  category/  accounts 
for  over  forty  percent  of  employment,   (largest  '^thin  scope  of  sur^/ey) 
which  is  more  than  the  technical  and  clerical  com.bined.     Since  the  19'^5 
sur\''ey,  one  large  establishjnent  with  emplojmient  of  over  ^500  was  shifted 
from  the  constr"ji.ction  industry  to  this  group.     This  change  of  one  es- 
tablishment, with  a  high  concentration  of  professional  workers,  has  made 
it  impossible  to  compare  the  profiles  from  one  survey  to  another.
